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HEALTH OFFICERS REPORT 


In accordance with the usual custom the report of 
the health officer is hereby presented : 

There has been nearly 60 cases of measles in town 
the past year with only one case resulting fatally. If 
all parties under quarantine would read the ‘‘card’’ and 


adhere strictly to its directions, contagious diseases 


could be more easily controlled. 

In compliance with the school lawin regard to vac- 
cination, about 20 children have been vaccinated, most 
of them successfully. 

Health certificates to the number of 25 were issued 
to children of summer residents before their return to 
their homes in other states. 

I have been called upon to make several investiga- 
tions and so faras I know, matters have been adjusted 
satisfactorily to all concerned. 

By request of the State Board of Health I attended 
a meeting of the Sullivan County Health Officers held 
at Claremont for the purpose of instructions to health 


officers.
